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MINUTES 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 
THURSDAY,  DECEMBER  20,  199  0 
Local  103  Hall  -  10:00  A.M. 

Present:  President  Osborn,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes,  Executive 
Vice  Presidents  Lydon,  Faherty  and  Farmer;  Vice  Presidents  Burke, 
Cardinal,  Chirillo,  Collins,  Devlin,  DeRosa,  Dimitropolis , 
Donegan,  Felder,  Irvin,  Joyce,  Mahar,  McDevitt,  Mele,  Ollivierre, 
Phinney,  Simmons,  Thompson  and  Williams.

The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  V.P.  Thompson, 

MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  November  29,   1990  Executive 
Council  Meeting.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  the  Council  meeting  had  been 
changed  from  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  Hall  to  IBEW  Local  103  due 
to  a  dispute  between  the  BTU  and  the  Machinists  Unions  relative 
to  a  recognition  problem  and  that  the  Machinists  had  been 
leafletting  over  it  at  the  BTU  Hall  and  further  advised  that  he 
had  conversations  with  the  Machinists  and  explained  the  Council 
had  both  its  Executive  Council  Meeting  and  its  Christmas  Party 
scheduled  for  the  BTU  and  noted  that  he  would  move  the  location 
of  the  business  session  of  the  Executive  Council  Meeting  and  it 
was  agreed  that  the  Christmas  Party  would  be  held  at  the  BTU  as 
was  previously  scheduled.  The  President  also  noted  that  the 
Building  Trades  were  holding  their  Christmas  Party  at  the  same 
time  as  the  Council's  at  the  Plumbers  Hall  and  informed  the 
Council  members  that  the  Building  Trades  had  also  received 
invitations  to  our  party  and  hoped  they  would  stop  by. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  informed  the  Council  Vice 
Presidents  that  District  Director  William  Foley  of  the 
Steelworkers  and  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  was  in  the 
hospital  and  Vice  President  Irvin  gave  pertinent  information  as 
to  where  cards  could  be  sent  to  Brother  Foley;  announced  a 
Greyhound  rally  was  planned  for  the  upcoming  Friday  and  that 
solicitation  were  being  made  on  behalf  of  striking  Greyhound 
Workers  whose  strike  fund  was  broke  and  the  money  that  would  be 
raised  would  be  used  to  keep  ATU,  1205  Representative  Roy  Nutter 
involved  and  the  Council  would  assist  him  by  giving  him  a  desk 
and  space  in  the  Council  office.  He  also  gave  an  update  on  the 
strike  situation  and  on  bus  accidents  that  have  occurred 
throughout  the  Country.  He  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  continue 
their  support  in  this  strike  struggle.  He  also  advised  meeting 
with  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  with  representatives  from 
Stonehill  College,  Martin  Haggerty  and  James  Kenneally  about  the 
possibility  of  working  together  in  holding  a  seminar  which  would 
include  the  Catholic  Church  and  noted  that  this  group  has  been 


pro-labor  and  their  campus  had  been  used  in  the  past  for  union 
sponsored  events  and  seminars. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  attending  the  Labor  Guild's  Gavin- 
Cushing  Awards  Dinner  and  that  Secretary  of  Labor,  Paul  Eustace; 
AFSCME  Council  93  General  Counsel,  Augustus  Camelio  and  Robert 
Petronella,  Regional  Director  of  the  UFCWU  were  the  honorees  and 
that  the  event  was  a  financial  success  and  that  the  proceeds  of 
this  event  go  into  keeping  the  Labor  Guild  School  continuing  and 
congratulated  those  involved  in  the  event  on  a  job  well  done. 

The  President  reported  being  honored  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association  and  of  receiving  a  plaque 
and  being  given  a  personal  tribute. 

President  Osborn  advised  on  meeting  with  Legislative  Director 
Foley,  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty,  Sec.Treas.  Haynes  and  Republican  State 
Senator  Brian  Lees  who  was  endorsed  by  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  in  his 
re-election  bid  and  noted  an  uneasy  relationship  had  developed 
with  Governor-Elect  Weld  as  a  result  of  our  efforts  in  the  Vote 
No  on  #3  Campaign  and  statements  that  appeared  in  the  press 
during  the  election  period.  He  noted  a  letter  was  sent  to  the 
Governor-Elect  by  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Exec.  Officers  congratulating 
Mr.  Weld  on  his  election  and  also  to  get  together  to  offer  our 
assistance  to  him  and  that  this  request  was  answered  by  an 
appointments  secretary  which  stated  the  request  would  be  handled 
through  the  proper  transition  channels;  he  further  advised  that 
the  word  he  has  been  getting  is  that  Lt.  Gov. -Elect  Cellucci  is 
very  proud  of  the  Republican  victory  and  that  we  are  waiting  in 
line  for  the  Administration  to  get  to  us.  He  further  noted  that 
both  he  and  the  Council  wished  them  well  and  hoped  they  would 
come  around.  President  Osborn  further  noted  that  Peter  Nessen, 
who  supposedly  is  a  moderate  would  be  named  as  Secretary  of 
Administration  and  Finance  and  that  presently  he  is  strictly 
taking  the  party  line  on  the  issue  of  rollback  of  the  service  tax 
and  that  Gov. -Elect  Weld  was  not  backing  off  on  his  position 
regarding  Unemployment  Insurance  Benefits  and  noted  that  people 
are  presently  still  receiving  their  checks  but  revenues  are  not 
coming  into  state  government  and  shortly  this  money  would  run  out 
and  if  borrowed  from  the  Federal  Government,  high  interests  and 
penalties  would  also  have  to  be  paid  back  to  the  Federal 
Government  whereas  this  money  could  certainly  be  used  for 
something  else  in  the  Commonwealth.  President  Osborn  advised 
that  the  Council  would  continue  to  offer  the  olive  branch  to  the 
new  State  Administration. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  he  and  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  Building  Trades  Training  Directors,  he  attended 
the  swearing  in  ceremony  for  David  Kerman  who  became  a  member  of 
the  Housing  Court  in  the  Lawrence/Haverhill  area  and  noted  there 
were  over  4  00  people  in  the  Chamber  at  the  ceremony.  He  further 
noted  that  upon  being  requested  he,  on  behalf  of  the  Mass.  AFL- 
CIO  appeared  and  testified  at  the  Governor's  Council  on  behalf  of 
Mr.  Kerman  for  this  appointment  and  that  the  Council  played  a 
major  role  in  his  receiving  this  appointment.   He  also  noted  that 


the  Central  Labor  Councils  in  the  Merrimack  Valley  and  the 
participants  of  the  Merrimack  Valley  Project  have  worked  closely 
with  Mr.  Kerman  in  the  past  and  had  also  solicited  our  assistance 
in  his  being  named  to  this  position  and  that  they  were  giving  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  Council  the  credit  for  bringing  this  appointment  to 
fruition. 

The  President  reported  on  the  continuing  meetings  of  the 
Environmental  Committee  and  that  a  conference  was  being  planned 
and  that  this  committee  is  gaining  in  status  as  time  goes  by. 

President  Osborn  advised  he  had  attended  a  testimonial  in  honor 
of  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  who  was  being  honored  by  the  Utility 
Workers  and  that  he  brought  the  greetings  and  best  wishes  of  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO;  that  it  was  a  warm  and  low  key  reception 
and  that  the  message  brought  by  all  who  spoke  was  the  great 
leadership  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  has  displayed  and  noted  it  was  a 
good  time  for  all  that  attended  and  indicated  how  warmly  Brother 
Faherty  was  thought  of. 

President  Osborn  also  reported  on  attending  an  speaking  at  a 
testimonial  dinner  honoring  Oper.  Engineers  Local  4  Business 
Manager  and  Mass.  AFL-CIO  V.P  Charles  DeRosa  at  the  Hynes 
Auditorium;  that  it  was  a  packed  house,  he  was  in  awe  of  the 
event  and  that  Brother  DeRosa  made  a  great  presentation. 

The  President  reported  on  meeting  with  Mark  Montgimy  of  the  Fall 
River  Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  had  been  of  assistance  in  the  Vote 
No  on  #3  efforts,  regarding  a  project  in  New  Bedford  for  building 
a  Hotel.  The  hotel  would  be  named  the  Sheraton  Star  Hotel  and 
would  be  built  on  the  prior  site  of  Star  Stores  in  New  Bedford. 
The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss  the  possibility  of 
union  pension  monies  being  used  to  build  it,  would  be  put  in 
writing  that  it  would  be  both  built,  maintained  and  function  100% 
union  and  that  they  were  looking  to  the  Laborers  Union  for 
assistance.  V.P.  Chirillo  advised  this  item  would  come  up  for 
discussion  at  the  January  meeting  of  the  Laborers. 

President  Osborn  also  reported  on  meetings  with  Commissioner  Snow 
who  was  preparing  for  his  transition  but  had  not  been  spoken  to 
yet  by  the  new  Administration.  The  President  informed  the  Vice 
Presidents  that  Commissioner  Snow  requested  the  continued  support 
of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  as  was  given  in  the  past  for  this  Agency  and 
assured  the  Commissioner  that  support  would  continue. 

The  President  reported  that  Brother  Faherty  would  replace  him  as 
Chair  of  the  Workers  Compensation  Advisory  Council  and  that  the 
Council  had  to  watch  out  for  groups  that  will  be  filing  bills  to 
reduce  and  attack  workers  compensation  benefits.  He  noted  that 
as  a  result  of  the  Council's  influence  there  was  a  better 
process,  smoother  process  and  better  benefits  as  a  result  of  our 
requests  and  input  and  now  the  benefits  were  being  looked  at  and 
not  the  process.  He  also  noted  Robert  Banks  of  Ironworkers  Local 
7  is  on  the  Rate  Setting  Board  and  is  hard  to  work  on  putting 
formulas  out  to  help  the  Building  Trades. 


President  Osborn  also  reported  on  attending  meetings  of  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Council,  being  interviewed  on  the  Christian 
Science  Monitor  TV  program,  Affairs  of  State,  which  was  viewed 
throughout  last  weekend;  attending  a  Board  meeting  of  the 
Massachusetts  Higher  Education  Assistance  Program  and  that 
Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  was  about  to  replace  him  on  this 
Board;  on  having  a  meeting  regarding  the  situation  of  Health  Care 
with  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty,  Leo  Purcell  of  the  Mass.  BUilding 
Trades,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes,  V.P.  Nancy  Mills  and  Mark 
Erlich  of  the  Building  Trades  and  reported  that  this  is  a 
specific  area  that  Brother  Faherty  wants  to  take  the  lead  in  and 
that  legislation  has  been  filed  on  health  care. 

President  Osborn  also  reported  that  an  AFL-CIO  conference  will  be 
taking  place  that  will  result  in  a  policy  and  position  paper  that 
will  come  out  regarding  implementation  of  Health  Care. 

The  President  reminded  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the  upcoming  State 
of  the  Union  Conference  to  be  held  in  January  at  the  Ocean  Edge 
Resort  Center  in  Brewster,  Mass.  and  urged  their  participation, 
any  recommendations  that  would  assist  in  making  this  event 
successful  and  ways  to  increase  attendance. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  meetings  with  TEAM  Exec.  Director 
Jim  Braude  regarding  new  directions  to  be  traveled  by  the 
successful  Vote  No  on  #3  Coalition  and  discussions  that  took 
place  to  keep  the  Coalition  together  and  continue  forward  with  a 
structured  game  plan. 

The  President  advised  being  awarded  a  plague  in  recognition  of 
his  activities  on  the  Vote  No  on  #3  Campaign  by  the  Massachusetts 
Tenants  Organization  and  reported  that  he  had  accepted  it  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  and  noted  this  group  had  been  a  good  ally 
in  the  past.  He  also  noted  attending  an  AFSCME,  Local  1730 
Christmas  Party  he  had  been  invited  to;  had  made  a  presentation 
of  the  Walkathon  proceeds  check  along  with  Secretary-Treasurer 
Haynes  and  Dan  Kearney  from  AFGE  to  the  St.  Francis  House  in 
Boston;  that  another  check  had  previously  been  distributed  to  the 
Viet  Nam  Veterans  Shelter  on  Court  Street  due  to  their  having 
immediate  financial  problems  and  a  third  contribution  would  be 
going  to  My  Brothers  Table  in  Lynn  and  would  be  presented  by  V.P. 
Mahar.  He  added  he  had  been  impressed  by  the  St.  Francis  House's 
operation  that  he  toured  and  noted  it  was  not  an  overnight 
shelter,  but  did  offer  full  medical  and  dental  facilities  along 
with  counseling  programs  and  commented  on  its  orderliness  and 
cleanliness  and  that  it  had  42  employees  working  there.  He 
further  conveyed  the  appreciation  of  St.  Francis  House  for  the 
Walkaton  check  contribution  and  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  reported  that  the  Campaign  for 
Massachusetts  Future  had  a  small  get  together  for  the  campaign 
workers  to  give  them  recognition  for  their  efforts  on  the 


campaign  and  noted  that  everyone  thought  it  was  a  great  idea,  but 
as  usual,  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  had  to  put  it  together.  He  noted 
hats,  scrolls  of  recognitions  and  accolades  from  the  State  House 
were  presented  to  the  workers  at  this  get  together  and  he  further 
stated  that  the  workers  were  impressed  by  this  recognition. 

President  Osborn  reported  attending  the  signing  of  the  Pay  Stub 
Bill  and  minimum  wage  signing. 

The  President  advised  a  mailing  had  been  sent  out  regarding 
requests  for  support  and  solicitations  for  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO  Food  Bank  and  noted  the  same  formula  which  worked  out  well 
last  year  which  was  designed  to  fit  the  size  of  each  affiliate 
would  again  be  used  this  year.  He  reported  that  last  year  the 
response  had  been  great  in  that  over  $25,000  was  raised.  He 
advised  that  only  $1,000  was  left  at  the  present  time  in  the  Food 
Bank  Account.  President  Osborn  noted  the  great  cooperation  of 
V.P.  Mahar  on  the  North  Shore  in  this  endeavor.  The  President 
reported  that  to  date  contributions  were  slow  in  coming  in  and 
that  at  today's  meeting  UFCW,  Local  1445  through  V.P.  Phinney 
advised  $500.  would  be  forthcoming  from  his  Organization.  He 
urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  reflect  on  this  request  and  to  urge 
their  affiliates  to  participate  because  it  could  be  anyone's  turn 
next  to  be  a  beneficiary  of  the  Food  Bank  and  to  reach  out  and 
check  with  their  local  unions. 

On  the  upcoming  State  of  the  Union  Conference,  President  Osborn 
reported  the  responses  were  slow  coming  in  and  advised  a  second 
mailing  would  be  put  out  and  commented  that  the  new  President  who 
would  be  coming  in  would  need  the  same  assistance  and 
cooperation  as  he  has  received  in  the  past  from  the  Board.  He 
noted  the  State  of  the  Union  Conference  was  designed  to  share 
wisdom  and  ideas  and  camaraderie;  he  added  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer's  School  would  be  held  at  the  same  time  January  17  -  18 
at  Oceans  Edge  Resort  in  Brewster. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  the  Dislocated  Workers  Program 
under  the  direction  of  V.P.  Cardinal  had  moved  its  office 
location  from  8  Beacon  Street  to  State  Offices  at  1  Ashburton 
Place  due  to  the  financial  situation  in  the  Commonwealth  and  in 
an  effort  to  save  money. 

Also,  the  President  reported  that  Frontlash  Director,  Steven 
Sullivan  had  notified  him  that  the  Frontlash  Directors  were  being 
cut  back  at  the  end  of  January  and  that  he,  as  President  had 
requested  1  more  week  then  the  Frontlash  grant  would  be  ending. 
He  asked  the  Executive  Council  members  if  they  came  across  job 
openings  to  contact  Steve  Sullivan. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  a  meeting  had  taken  place  earlier 
in  the  day  with  United  Way  and  that  Earle  Bengtson's  position  was 
also  being  banged  on  and  that  the  Council  would  need  support  in 
coming  months  on  this  position. 

At  this  time,  a  discussion  took  place  regarding  rumors  and 


statements  as  to  who  would  be  appointed  to  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
Cabinet  position  and  Legislative  Director  Foley  advised  he  had 
heard  it  would  be  someone  who  was  outside  the  labor  community. 

V.P.  Irvin  thanked  President  Osborn  for  submitting  his  name  for 
reappointment  to  the  MBTA  Board  of  Directors. 

V.P.  Thompson  inquired  as  to  Senator  Lee's  signing  on  to  AIM 
legislation  and  the  Legislative  Director  advised  that  no  bill 
would  come  out  of  committee  unless  it  had  our  signature  on  it  and 
stated  that  during  last  year  no  will  would  come  out  unless  all 
parties  would  agree  and  he  further  stated  he  would  prefer  Senator 
Lee's  signing  on  on  the  bill. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  called  upon  AFL-CIO  Region  8 
Director  Frank  Myers,  to  administer  the  oath  of  office  to  Joseph 
C.  Faherty  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO. 

Director  Myers  wished  President  Osborn  well  and  success  in  his 
future  and  commented  he  would  be  sorely  missed  but  everyone  would 
always  have  a  warm  spot  in  their  hearts  for  him.  He  wished  him 
good  luck  and  to  enjoy  a  well  deserved  vacation  that  he  owed  to 
himself. 

At  this  time  the  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  President 
Faherty  and  he  then  received  a  standing  ovation  from  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Council. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER : 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  at  the  request  of  the 
Western  Mass.  Building  Trades  he  intervened  in  a  situation  at  U- 
Mass.  Amherst  at  the  Mullins  Center  with  Suffolk  Construction 
regarding  a  potential  $40  million  construction  project.  He 
advised  that  he  set  up  a  meeting  with  Chancellor  Duffey  and  V.P. 
Dart  to  postpone  the  signing  of  the  Contract  with  Suffolk  for 
this  project  in  that  Suffolk  Construction  has  had  prior  problems 
with  the  Building  Trades  Unions  in  Western  Massachusetts.  At  the 
conclusion  of  this  meeting  it  was  his  understanding  that  this 
matter  would  be  looked  into  but  he  was  later  informed  that  the 
same  people  who  took  part  at  this  meeting  had  gone  ahead  and 
signed  the  Contract  with  Suffolk  Construction  for  this  Project. 
Secretary-Treasurer  advised  that  although  he  could  not  speak  for 
the  Building  Trades  Unions,  it  was  his  personal  opinion  that  a 
challenge  would  be  forthcoming  on  awarding  this  Project  to 
Suffolk  Construction. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on  meetings  of  the  Campaign  for 
Massachusetts'  Future  and  that  the  Coalition  would  meet  to 
discuss  its  future  and  possible  agenda  and  program. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  the  Annual  Secretary- 
Treasurer's  School  would  be  held  at  the  Ocean  Edge  Resort  Center 
in  Brewster,  Mass.  on  Cape  Cod,  January  17  and  18,  1991  and  noted 


a  great  program  was  being  put  together  which  would  include 
Accounting,  Banking  practices,  Computers,  Legal  Do's  and  Don't's 
for  Union  Treasurers,  Audits  and  How  to  handle  expenses.  The 
Secretary-Treasurer  also  reported  that  Michael  Grunko,  Treasurer 
of  Local  509  SEIU,  Robert  Spinney,  Financial  Secretary  of 
Sheetmetal  Workers  Local  17  and  Paul  DiPietro,  Financial  Officer 
of  Ironworkers  Local  7  have  been  assisting  in  putting  the  program 
together.  He  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  contact  their 
organizations  to  participate  in  this  event. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  on  problems  regarding  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO,  United  Way  Liaison  position  and  noted  the  Council 
would  have  to  be  continually  involved  in  the  future  process 
regarding  that  position  and  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that  he 
would  be  looking  for  their  help  in  this  matter;  on  the 
possibility  of  holding  a  conference  on  Health  Care  in  be  held  in 
April  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at  Amherst  at  which  time 
the  National  AFL-CIO' s  Health  Care  Plan  could  be  unveiled  and 
plans  would  be  made  to  inform  everyone  on  the  direction  being 
taken  by  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  on  this  crucial  issue. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on  the  distribution  of  the 
proceeds  from  the  Labor  of  Love  Walkathon  which  went  to  the  St. 
Francis  House,  Viet  Nam  Veterans  Shelter  and  My  Brothers  Table  in 
Lynn  and  noted  how  touched  and  pleased  he  was  with  the  tour  given 
him  at  the  St.  Francis  House  and  how  this  Shelter  was  run  very 
orderly  and  with  great  dignity  and  how  thankful  each  group  was 
for  this  contribution. 

On  the  Unemployment  Insurance  situation  in  the  Commonwealth,  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  reported  it  was  a  major  issue  this  year  in 
that  there  was  great  pressure  being  put  on  reducing  the  present 
benefit  level  and  that  the  Council  would  go  to  the  wall  to 
maintain  the  present  benefit  level  and  to  get  business  to  pay  and 
this  issue  would  affect  all  working  people. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  spoke  on  the  Greyhound  Strike 
situation  and  advised  that  some  money  was  coming  in  and  urged  the 
Vice  Presidents  to  continue  in  their  support  of  this  struggle  and 
to  also  remember  the  contribution  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Food  Bank 
in  that  this  Food  Bank  would  be  one  of  Arthur  Osborn's  legacies 
to  the  Council. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Activities  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer. 
So  voted. 


FINANCIAL  REPORT: 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  on  per  capita  payments  on 
165,000  and  that  there  were  a  couple  of  big  per  capita  payments 
outstanding;  that  he  was  worried  about  the  future  of  the  DET 
Grant  which  presently  runs  through  the  month  of  June,  which  is 
helped  to  defray  our  overhead  and  that  the  grants  assist  in 
helping  out  a  tight  budget  and  that  the  COPE  Fund  is  relatively 
stable. 


MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

EDUCATION  REPORT: 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  the  Scholarship  Fund  was 
saving  expenses  thanks  to  U/Mass  Boston  which  has  streamlined  the 
program.  On  the  Labor  History  Exhibit,  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
reported  that  the  introductory  video  had  been  mailed  out  and  if 
any  of  the  Vice  Presidents  would  like  one  to  contact  the  office 
and  that  approximately  $12,000  -  $13,000  was  needed  to  put 
together  the  printed  curriculum  which  would  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  the  class  presentation.  He  also  reported  that 
the  individual  that  did  a  great  job  in  putting  the  curriculum 
together,  Mike  Folsom,  passed  away  suddenly  from  a  heart  attack. 

At  this  time,  President  Emeritus  Osborn  asked  for  a  moment  of 
silence  in  honor  of  the  memory  of  Mike  Folsom. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  the  Vice  President's  that  he 
had  renewed  each  of  their  subscriptions  for  1991  for  the  Labor's 
Heritage  magazine  and  had  individual  calendars  and  Christmas 
present  for  the  Council  Members.  He  thanked  the  Painters  Union 
for  their  assistance  in  making  the  Christmas  present  possible, 
Union  umbrellas. 

MMS  on  the  Education  Report.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  addressed  the  Council 
Meeting  and  spoke  about  the  annual  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Scholarship  Golf 
Tournament  which  monies  raised  were  dedicated  to  the  Scholarship 
Program  and  which  resulted  in  a  good  time  for  all  who  participate 
and  good  feeling  that  the  receipts  of  the  tournament  went  to  the 
Scholarship  Program,  he  suggested  a  motion  be  made  to  have  a 
perpetual  scholarship  designated  in  the  name  of  Arthur  R.  Osborn. 

MMS  to  have  a  scholarship  in  perpetuity  in  the  name  of  Arthur  R. 
Osborn.   So  voted. 

President  Emeritus  Osborn  emotionally  thanked  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  for  this  gesture  and  noted  he  new  nothing  about 
what  was  just  discussed  and  noted  he  was  around  way  back  when  the 
scholarship  program  was  begun  and  it  has  undergone  a  long  trek  to 
get  it  where  it  is  today  and  that  it  has  really  come  a  long  way. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR: 


Legislative  Director  Foley  reported  on  the  very  recent  passage 
of  a  bill  that  would  define  the  word  employee  in  the  Commonwealth 
as  it  relates  to  individual  contractors  and  that  lots  of  time  was 
put  into  passage  of  this  bill  and  further  advised  that  there 
would  be  something  added  to  the  law/statute  that  would  be  the 
definition.  He  noted  it  was  enacted  into  law  at  2:45  AM  and  is 
presently  on  the  Governor's  desk  and  it  was  a  substantial  piece 
of  legislation  and  that  great  perserverance  paid  off  and  he 
thanked  V.P.  Joyce  for  his  assistance  in  this  matter.  He  noted 
the  new,  incoming  Governor  would  not  sign  such  a  piece  of 
legislation. 


The  Director  advised  the  1991  legislative  bills  have  been  filled 
timely  at  the  State  House  and  that  he  would  have  copies  available 
at  the  next  Council  meeting  in  that  his  Legislative  Assistant 
Margaret  O'Connor  was  out  on  Maternity  leave  that  is  why  they 
would  not  be  distributed  at  this  meeting. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  Rep.  Durand  has  won  his  re-election 
recount  and  had  picked  up  three  votes  from  his  original  tally  and 
he  noted  various  affiliated  local  unions  had  contributed  monies 
to  assist  the  Representative  in  defraying  costs  of  the  re-count 
and  that  the  cost  was  $3,000.  He  further  noted  Durand  still  had 
a  recount  deficit  and  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  contribute 
directly  to  him. 

The  Legislative  Director  noted  that  1991  would  be  a  tough  year  at 
the  State  House  and  that  the  early  on  fight  of  1991  would  be  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  crisis  and  then  onto  the  workers' 
compensation  benefits  fight  and  also  a  possibility  if  there  was  a 
very  active  Committee  Chair  appointed  we  could  also  expect 
legislation  affecting  drug  testing  problems;  he  also  noted  it  was 
his  feeling  there  would  be  no  more  roll  calls,  especially  in  the 
Senate. 

Director  Foley  reported  that  he  would  inform  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Council  on  all  legislation  that  the  Council  filed,  who 
signed  and  sponsored  it  and  where  it  was  in  the  legislative 
process  at  the  January  Executive  Council  meeting. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Mahar  reguested  that  when  the  Legislative 
Director  mailed  out  the  legislative  bill  listing  that  he  make 
note  of  where  the  definition  and/or  application  of  the  word 
employee  will  be  used. 

V.P.  Simmons  advised  that  it  was  his  experience  that  in  the  past 
the  incorrect  usage  of  the  word  employee  was  used  to  circumvent 
state  laws,  such  as  the  usage  of  stilts,  etc. 

At  this  time,  President  Emeritus  Osborn  thanked  Legislative 
Director  Foley  and  V.P.  Joyce  for  their  strategy  in  this  effort. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  made  reference  to  the  listed 
Recommendations  of  the  Executive  Officers  and  noted  he  would  like 
to  speak  on  the  last  one  listed  regarding  a  COPE  proposal  for 
grassroots  campaign  and  also  a  ballot  referendum.  He  went  on  to 
report  that  there  would  be  problems  with  the  new  State 
Administration  and  that  the  Vote  No  on  #3  Coalition  was  talking 
about  staying  together  and  of  possibly  going  forward  on  a 
referenda  which  would  put  us  on  an  offensive  mode.  He  also  noted 
that  Jim  Braude  has  informed  the  Building  Trades  Unions  that  he 
cannot  go  on  without  pay  and  that  a  plan  would  be  put  forth  and 
as  a  result  of  meeting  with  the  Executive  Officers  there  was  a 
recommendation  to  accept  a  COPE  supported  project  due  to  the  per 


capita  being  down,   it  would  be  under  COPE.    At  this  time, 
President  Osborn  read  a  written  Proposal  to  the  Council  members 
and  reported  that  he  would  be  offering  his  services  to  be  working 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  President  and  the 
Executive   Officers  and  noted  the  President  of  the  Council   could 
not  be  everywhere  and  that  he    as   President  Emeritus  would   be 
involved   in   the  solicitation   part  of  programs  such  as  special 
COPE  projects   and  the   continuation   of   the  Coalition  which  he 
will   continue   to  chair. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  commented  on  this  proposal  being  a 
good  idea  and  put  forth  a  motion  to  that  effect. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Devlin  concurred  with  the  proposal  and  stated 
he  felt  this  was  important  for  a  number  of  reasons  including  that 
Brother  Osborn  was  a  pragmatic  leader  and  it  would  be  vital  to 
the  Coalition  to  have  a  recognized  labor  person  to  have  both  the 
institutional  background  and  recognition  on  board  and  that  he 
totally  endorsed  the  idea. 

President  Faherty  reported  that  he  was  in  complete  support  and 
that  this  proposal  would  have  the  ability  of  having  Brother 
Osborn  keep  the  Vote  No  on  #3  Coalition  together  and  will  look  to 
a  future  where  Labor  would  be  on  the  offensive  and  not  on  the 
defensive  in  a  referenda  fight  and  would  put  business  not  unions 
on  the  defensive  for  a  change  and  not  be  in  a  position  of 
spending  $3  million  to  remain  at  step  1  after  a  referendum 
victory. 

V.P.  Phinney  advised  that  he  was  in  support  of  such  a 
recommendation  for  two  reasons.  It  would  make  us  become  more 
pro-active  and  less  reactive  and  that  no  one  is  more  capable  of 
keeping  such  coalitions  together  than  Arthur  R.  Osborn  as  he  has 
done  in  the  past  two  referenda  fights  #2  and  #3. 

V.P.  DeRosa  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  for  coming  to  his  testimonial 
and  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  recommendation  and  for  his 
activities  on  behalf  of  the  Building  Trades  Unions. 

V.P.  Cardinal  spoke  in  favor  or  the  recommendation  and  wished 
President  Osborn  luck  in  this  endeavor. 

Sec. -Treas .  Haynes  reported  it  was  terrific  for  the  Executive 
Offices  to  have  Pres.  Osborn  around  and  thanked  him  personally 
for  his  support  and  for  working  with  him  for  the  last  3  years  and 
wished  him  the  best. 

V.P.  Mahar  spoke  in  favor  of  the  recommendation. 

V.P.  Joyce  spoke  in  favor  of  the  recommendation  and  spoke  of 
President  Osborn  coalition  building  and  heartily  endorsed  his 
continuing  efforts  and  thanked  him  for  past  efforts. 

President  Osborn  noted  a  part  of  the  program  would  be  to  promote 
fundraising  for  the  Coalition  and  also  COPE. 
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,*,  MMS  to  accept  the  Recommendations  of  the  Exec.  Officers.    So 
voted.  Unanimously. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  spoke  on  the  Industrial  Union  Exec.  V.P.  vacancy 
which  was  created  by  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty's  election  to  President 
and  made  a  motion  to  nominate  V.P.  Phinney  to  this  position. 

MMS  to  elect  V.P.  Phinney  to  the  position  of  Executive  Vice 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO.   So  voted.  Unanimously 

At  this  time  Executive  Vice  President  Phinney  was  sworn  in  to 
office,  the  oath  of  office  being  administered  by  AFL-CIO  Regional 
Director  Frank  Myers. 

Exec.  V.P.  Phinney  thanked  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council 
for  their  support  both  in  the  past  and  in  anticipation  of  their 
support  as  an  Exec.  V.P.  in  the  future  and  noted  he  has  been  an 
organizer  for  over  28  years. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  made  a  motion  to  purchase  a  table  for  10  to  the 
retirement  testimonial  of  V.P.  Thompson  who  was  leaving  as 
President  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  Central  Labor  Council.  MMS,  so 
voted. 

President  Emeritus  Osborn  thanked  V.P.  Thompson  for  his  service 
as  President  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  Central  Labor  Council  over  the 
years  and  noted  it  was  his  deepest  pleasure  in  working  with  him 
in  his  capacity  as  President  and  thanked  him  for  his  attendance 
and  participation  on  the  Board  and  for  his  friendship  and  wished 
him  well. 

It  was  noted  that  V.P.  Collins  would  be  taking  over  the 
Presidency  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  CLC. 

V.P.  Thompson  thanked  the  board  and  noted  he  will  still  be 
serving  on  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  will  be  happy  to  assist  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  when  reguested  and  would  still  be  with  his 
affiliation,  the  Boilermakers  Union. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Joyce  informed  the  Board  that  he  had  received 
a  letter  soliciting  contributions  from  the  Shattuck  Shelter  and 
noted  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  had  tabled  their  reguest  and  that  he,  as 
President  of  the  Boston  CLC  had  not  had  the  opportunity  to  put 
out  a  letter  requesting  assistance  for  this  shelter  that  the 
council  rescind  the  table  motion. 

Pres.  Emeritus  Osborn  made  a  recommendation  that  the  motion 
regarding  the  donation  to  Shattuck  Shelter  be  reversed  and  the 
Council  make  a  contribution. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  made  a  motion  to  reissue  the  table  motion  and 
donate  to  the  Shattuck  Shelter.   MMS,  so  voted. 

At  this  time,  AFL-CIO  Region  8  Director  Frank  Myers  advised  the 
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Council  members  that  he  had  recently  come  back  from  the  meeting 
of  the  National  AFL-CIO  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  had  met  with 
President  Kirkland  regarding  the  priorities  of  the  AFL-CIO  in 
1991  and  reported  that  they  would  include  the  issues  of  Health 
Care,  Strikers  replacements  and  that  a  10  year  anniversary  of 
Solidarity  Day  would  take  place  in  1991,  no  date  set  as  yet,  he 
would  keep  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Council  informed  as  plans  unfold  and 
information  on  the  10th  year  anniversary  of  Solidarity  Day 
events. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.
